MEETING OF THE BOARD OF ALDER= 
MEN.—The Board of Aldermen met 
last night at 74 o’clock. _ Present: 
Mayor Manly, Aldermen Williams, 
Hamell, R. F. Jones, Little, Stron- 
ach, McKee, Bradley, Harris, Elli- 
son, H. C. Jones and Peseud. 

Minutes of last regular meeting and 
the called meeting of Monday night 
read and approved. 

Alderman Little reported from the 
street committee the amount of work 
that kad been done during the past 
month. 

_ Further time was granted the Fin- 
ance Comiunittee. 

Mr. Stronach reported from special 
committee and stated an interview 
had been bad with Mr. Sorrell, late 
City Clerk, and requested farther 
time to make a proper report. Time 
granted. 

The reports of the Mayor, the Au- 
diting Committee and the Chief of 
Poiice were appropriately referred. 

The report of the Treasurer showed 
as receipts during the last month $4,- 
305.58; total disbursements $446.45; 
leaving a balance on hand at the close 
of the month of $3,859:13. 

A petition was read from Bethel 
and Hickman Lodges of Good Tem- 
plars praying the enforcement of the 
Sunday liquor law. 

The Mayer stated that there had 
been marked improvement in this 
respect recently, and the police had 
rigid orders, and he believed they 
were doing their full duty. 

A commubpication from Mr. B. F. 
Moore asking that his judgment 
against the city be credited with the 
taxes due by him to the city. 

Aiderman Harris objected to doing 
this, as it would be setiing an exam- 
ple and every other creditor in the 
city would demand the same thing. 
He favored the funding the debt of 
the city, but wou'd not favor any 
other step in regard tothat debt. 

Alderman Rh. H. Jones thought it 
Was best to have the whole matter 
referred to the Finance Comuoittee, 
as by the time this Committee re- 
ported the condition of the finances 
of the eity would be known to the 
public and probably some solution of 
the question might have been reached. 

The matter was referred, 

Several communications were re- 
ceived and ap»ropriately disposed of. 

A renewal of license to sell liquor 
was granted to J. H. Perry, Theo. 
Joseph, W. H. Lyon, T. F. Lee and 
J.P. Prairie. 

Alderman Ellison moved to recon- 
sider the vote by which the Street 
Committee was authorized toemploy 
convict labor. Motion prevailed, 
and the resolution was withdrawn by 
Alderman Little. 

On motion of Alderman Little, the 
Street Committee Was authorized to 
employ five additional hands, 

The Mayor stated that baving 
made a proposition to the counsel of 
the News Publishing Company, in 
view of the fact of the misunder- 
standing between that Company as 
City Printers and a special commit- 
tee from the Board of Aldermen re-~ 
garding a job of work having been 
given to another office, and that at 
his (the Mayor’s) sugggestion, with 
a view of meeting the dif- 
ficulty, the said counsel had agreed 
to make no further claim upon this 
job, with the provision that all print- 
ing from the city should, throughout 
the present term of the Board, be 
given to the News Publishing Com- 
pany as City Printers. 

On motion of Alderman Little, the 
action of the Mayor in doing this was 
endorsed. 

Alderman R. H. Jones introduced 


a resolution to repeal all of chap. 14 
of the city ordinances relating to the 
Fire Department, and that the office 
of Chief of the Fire Department, 
Chief Engineerand Assistant Chief 
Ixngineer be abolished. This was 
introduced with a view of farther 
legislation upon the same subject at 
the mext meeting, (Tuesday night.) 
Laid over. 
Adjourned.

THE EAST—ITS BURDENS, 
The West must not forget the 
East. Men free from suffering must 
not disregard those who are bowed 
down under it. The West free 
from the oppression of large negro 
majorities, may not be conscious of 
the miseries which the preponder- 
ance of, ignorance, acting as one 
mass, can bring upon a people. But 
they must believe the people of the 
East when they say that their con- 
dition is intolerable under the do- 
minion of negro majorities, negro 
officials, and negro jurors.

RADICAELISM iN BLOOM. 

The sceuves of the last few days in 
the Constitutional Convention re- 
mind the people of North Carolina 
of the presence among them of the 
ideas and the practices which have 
obtained in the States subject to 
the fall sway of Radical dominion. 
True the Convention of 1868 may 
have farnished a parvallel, but for 
which the real people of the State 
could no more be held responsible 
than for the deeds of the Federal 
army in their midst at the close of 
the war. The whole condition of 
things . was abnormal. It was 
really a continuation of the effects 
of conquest, and the working of an 
clement left bebind in the track of 
war. 

Bat North Carolina settled down 
into much of its primitive habit,— 
chief of which was modesty and 
propriety in ail the observances of 
personal intercourse, deference to 
authority, submission to the re- 
straints of decorum,—when the 
happy overthrow of the intrusive 
element in 1870 restored the people 
to liber!y of action. Her public as- 
semblies were again marked by or- 
der, her discussions again illumi- 
nated by courtesy, her debates 
again distinguished by propriety. 

Here, in the Convention of 1875, 
ealled for the gravest, most import- 
ant and most solemn purpose com- 
posed in part of the most pure, the 
most intelligent, and the most cu!- 
tivated of her public men—ut also 
in part of the mest violent, the most 
unprincipled, the most unserupn- 
lous, we find defiant and persist- 
ent efforts made to hurl the 
State back into that condition of 
confusion from which it had been 
rescued, and to make faminar to 
the eyesand minds of the people, 
those revolutionary scenes through 
which our hapless sister States of 
the South have passed with such 
unutterabdle misery. 

Here, we find that same violent 
system of tactics with which constant 
practice has made the legislator 
of Louisiana or Mississippi 
familiar, not only attempted to be, 
| but actually introduced into the 
Constitutional Convention of North 
Carolina; captious and causeless op- 
' position to the progress of business, 
} to the work of 
confusion, 


wilfal obstruction 
legisiation, turbulence, 
disorder reaching to viclence, de- 
fiant disobedience’ to the laws self- 
imposed by the members of the 
body, not in the name of law, not for 
the preservation of rights, not for 
resistance to a tyrnannical majority, 
but that a party may profit, that a 
party may turn events to its advaut- 
age, and rise upon the ruins of law 
and order, of the peace and pro- 
sperity of the people. 

This radical ininority now stands 
before the State, seif-convicted of its 
purposes to destroy, if it cannot 
prevail. The reform of the fund- 
amental law, is acondilien secondary 
altogether to the snecess of party. 

Who is responsible for this State 
of things? There must be some 
moving impulse, some leading spirit ? 

Albion W. Tourgee, ex-Judge, 
ex-federal officer, a man trained] in 
all the infamous arts of the politics 
of his party, insensible to shame, 
bold in his purposes, unsernpulous 
in his means, insatiable iv his rap- 
acity, unmeasured in his ambition, 
unblushing in his audacity, he it is 
(that has thrust upon the parliaim- 
entiary usages of North Carolina 
practices which have found congenial 
soil in the hot beds of carpet-bag 
legislation elsewhere, but except for 
a brief period, never took root here. 
Ife it is that has made violence take 
the place of order, has introduced 
dissension as the substitute forargu- 
ment, and would substitute the op- 
eration of parliamentary law by the 
introduct oa of brute force. 

Are the people of the State ready 
to submit themselves to the rule of 
this foreign importation? For to 
this it must come if T'ourgee sue- 
eceds in his purposes. He gives 
tone and direction to the movements 
of his party. Vor Badger and other 
scalawags, noisy and violent as they 
are, are mere puppets playing with 
obedient pliancy to the orders of 
their master.

tivetothe baling and preparing of 
eottou for murket: 

During the past two or three years 
owing to itssuperior staple and quali- 
ty, the cotton from this market has 
received With great favor, not 
only by manufactures ofthis cours 
try, but of Europe—particulariy by 
the jatter. This fact together with 
the advantages we have as a port,has 
enabled our buyersto obtain orders 
from abroad so that now the 
buik oft he eotton sold bere 
is shipped direct to foreign miuar- 
kets. objection now oper- 
ating agaiustour marketis on ac ount 
of the almost general practice of our 
farmers in putting too much bagging 
on theircotton, ‘Thisisa very serl- 
ous objection, and the main object of 
this circular isto represent to you 
that we think it greatly fo your In- 
terest to change the manner of bal- 
ing your cotton, ‘To this we recom- 
mend that only two widths of bag- 
ving be used on the bale, the 
side strips be left off altogether, leav- 
ing a space uncovered on cach side of 
the bale, varying in width according 
to the size of the bale, This exposure 
results in no damage whatever to the 
eotton. Inthe Southern States it is 
the eustom to bale cotton withort 
side strips, and this is the chief rea- 
son why their cotton is preferred to 
ours. buyers here, as well as 
elsewhere pay more for cotton baled 
in this way. Asthe bagging taken 
from a bale of cotton isof littl or no 
value to the manufacturers, it is nat- 
ural that they should give preference, 
in all cases, to cotton covered with 
the best bagging. Wetherefore beg 
your co-operation in this matter, and 
we feel sure it will largely increase 
the demand for your cotton and at 
the same tinie enable us to obtain 
beiler prices for you. Shippers send- 
ing cotton tomarket baled in this 
way, Will, atall times, get the full 
eross Weight with even beam. As, 
uptothis time, very little cotton, 
comparatively, bas been baled, we 
beg vou to adopt ihe plan indicaicd 
above with the balance of your crop, 
sothat the benefits to be derived 
therefrom may begin atonce. We 
would also respectiully suggest and 
recommend to you that cotton be put 
upin heavy bales, say as near five 
Lundred pounds as practicable. As 
nearly all the expenses of handling 
cotton are charged for by the bale and 
not by the pound, it wiii be seen that 
the expenses of selling are propor- 
tionately smaller on a heavy bale 
than a iight ove,
